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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicants 
claim a process for making (a//-racj-a-tocopherol comprising contacting a reaction 
mixture comprising trimethylhydroquinone and isophytol or phytol with a catalyst 
comprising hydrogen tris(oxalato) phosphate and an organic solvent for the reaction 
mixture. The novel feature of this invention resides in the use of hydrogen 
tris(oxalato)phosphate as catalyst for making (a//-racJ-a-tocopherol. Additionally, none 
of the prior art of record discloses the equivalence of bis(oxalato)borate (Furbringer 
'196') or the phosphate (III) catalyst of G.B. '895' or the tris(oxalato)chromate of CA: 
124:248655 and the claimed catalyst of hydrogen tris(oxalato)phosphate.
